Sanitary report from Bio de Janeiro. 

Rio de Janeiro, February 22, 1897. 

Sir : I have the honor to transmit report for the week ended Feb- 
ruary 20, 1897 : 

There were 10 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 1 ; .6 from 
yellow fever, a decrease of 5 ; 13 from beriberi, an increase of 3 ; 1 from 
influenza, none in the foregoing week ; 1 from enteric fever, a decrease 
of 8 ; 44 from tuberculosis, a decrease of 3, and 283 from all causes, a 
decrease of 10. The health of the town continues good, though we are 
at the very height of the epidemic season, yet with no epidemic. 

Beriberi. — The deaths from this disease are all in the hospitals, and 
cases brought from the forts in the harbor.
